Says State Farm

A serious shortage of draft horses 


for farm work threatens in Wiscon- 
sin, if horse breeding be not imme- 
diately resumed, says the state de- 
partment of agriculture. 
In 1907, 


3,261 stallions 
were licensed for 


public service in the state. In 1918 
the total had 
dropped to 2,435, 


while but 1,688 were licensed in 
1920, 
and probably not more than 


one brood mare in five produced a 
foal. 
Meanwhile available horses 


and mules are growing 
old and 


worn and soon must be replaced by 
efficient work animals. 
Approximately 5,500 farm trac- 


tors and 3,000 farm trucks have re- 
placed perhaps two or three times 
their number of horses on Wisconsin 
farms, but are a negligable quantity 
compared with the 683,000 horses 
and mules used for all purposes in 
the state in 1920. The prospects 
are that present 
stocks of work 


horses will decrease more rapidly 
than tractors and trucks 
can re- 


place. The supply of western horses 
which has supplied our needs for 
the past few years is becoming ex- 
hausted and Increased freight rates 
have made them expensive. A home 
supply of horses most be created. 
The impending scarcity, by raising 
prices while led values have fallen, 
promises to make horse-raising pro- 
fitable. 
At the present rate of breeding in 


Illinois it will take 27 years to re- 
place horses now on ih« farms in 
that state, and a like condition ex- 
ists in Wisconsin,

The Educational Squabble 


Boards Should Be 'Democratized and Closer Contact With 


People Shown. 


T 


HE Ayres report of the Russel Sage foundation ranks Wis- 
consin thirty-third ajnong the slates of the Union as to the 


diffusion, quantity, and 'quality of the public education given 
to the children of the state. 


As soon as this report came out representatives of the de- 


partment of education began to explain it away, and to say that 
it did not signify much. The report has been dissected and then 
buried several times, but it does not stay buried. 


Edward A. Fitzpatrick recently discussed it and said that 


it furnishes us a convenient mirror to see ourselves. And even 
admitting that the mirror is somewhat defeative, it reveals some 
bad spots on our face, he maintains. He says the question is 
whether we shall attempt to smash the mirror or wash our face, 
and that the state superintendent is apparently determined to 
smash the mirror. 


Two simple things can be done to improve the educational 


standing of Wisconsin. We should have legislation providing 
for a better enforcement of our compulsory educational law, 
and to give representation to the industrial and agricultural in- 
terests on every educational board. 


State Superintendent Cary has frequently spoken of the 


need of a compulsory educational law with teeth in it, which 
will compel school attendance in every district of the state. 


And the state board of education has recommended.legisla- 


tion placing on the state board of education, the state board of 
university regents, the state board of normal regents, and the 
Wisconsin mining school at least two representative laboring 
men, and two representative farmers. Thus would be furnished 
a way to keep our educational institutions more closely in touch 
with the people and to secure in a greater degree their demo- 
cratization. 


ARMENIA GOES RED 


A 


RMENIA has gone red. In grateful appreciation of Rus- 
sian intervention to protect her from the Turks, she has 


adopted the soviet form of government. And there is now no 
need for arbitration of the troubles between her and Turkey for 
a treaty of peace has been signed. 


The loan which President Wilson recommended this coun- 


try should make will not be considered. 
He forsaw the red 


ianger and recommended that if the loan were made a commis- 
sion or commissioner should be appointed to supervise the ex- 
penditure of the money in order that it "should not be used to 
further revolutionary tendencies." 


Bat it is too late to take precautions. The Turks finding 


they could not continue their aggressions against the Armen- 
ians without fighting Russia negotiated a peace treaty with 
Armenia. 
Two weeks ago Russia notified Turkey that any 


further advance into Armenian territory would be considered a 
cause for war. 


Armenia having established a soviet government will get 


no more sympathy from the countries in the league of nations, 
who have been calling on each other lo "save Armenia." It was 
a case of "Let George do it," and now to the surprise of the 
world Russia has done it. 


It is an impoverished country, it has no oil, and no valuable 


mines, and so no country wanted to accept the mandate which 
the European countries offered to the United States, although 
President Wilson favored it. 


We may expect bitter criticisms af Armenia, as she now be- 


comes virtually an ally of Russia, and France will no doubt urge 
allied intervention to overthrow the new soviet rule.
